or 2), imino, or a bond and W 1 represents an alkylene chain); X represents CR (R represents hydrogen, lower alkyl, lower alkoxy, 
or acyl, provided that R may form a 5- or 6-membered alicyclic heterocyclic group in cooperation with the adjacent R 4 ) or nitrogen; 
R 4 represents NR 5 R 6 (R 5 and R 6 each represents hydrogen, a hydrocarbon group, a heterocyclic group, or acyl, or R 5 is bonded to 
R 6 to form a heterocyclic group represented by NR 5 R 6 ); and R 2 represents ( 1) amino in which the nitrogen atom may be in the form 
of a quaternary ammonium or oxide, (2) a nitrogenous heterocyclic group in which the ring -constituting atoms may include a sulfur 
or oxygen atom and the nitrogen atom may be in the form of a quaternary ammonium or oxide, etc.] or a salt of the compound. 
The compound has excellent antagonistic activity against CCR5 and is useful as a preventive/therapeutic agent for diseases caused 
by HfV infection in human peripheral blood mononuclear cells, especially for ArDS. 
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
